Last Wednesday evening shortly af- 


ter it became dark the community at. 
Iron Springs near the old Maria Fur- 
nace was thrown into wild excitement 
by an attempted double tragedy, the 
shooting of Bernice Carbaugh, the 
eighteen-year old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Elmer Carbaugh, by James Hur- 
ley, 19 years old, the son of Mrs. Chas 
Patterson, living about four miles from 
Maria Furnace near the copper mine 
district. Bernice Carbaugh is in the 
York Hospital with good chances of 
recovery. Immediately following the 
'shooting Hurley turned his weapon on 
himself and died the same night from 
the wound inflicted. 


Hurley had been paying attention 


to Miss Carbaugh for sometime, but 
the girl had not returned the affection 
Hurley was continually declaring. She 
had grown tired of his continued at- 
tentions and had told him to leave her 
alone. He also knew that the parents 
of the girl did not approve of him and 
he had been advised by others to quit 
annoying the girl. For sometime the 
girl had been working in the store of 
H. K. Reed at Iron Springs and Mr. 
Reen had spoken to Hurley telling him 
to quit worrying the girl. 


The result of this was to make the 


young man disagreeable and he had 
made threats not only against the girl 
but others, declaring that if he could 
not have the girl he wouiu see to it 
that no one else got her. 


On last Wednesday morning he went 


to Fairfield and bought a six chamber- 
ed revolver 
On his way homeward in 


the afternoon he stopped at the Reed 
store and saw Bernice Carbaugh and 
showed her the revolver. She tried to 
get him to give it to her but he would 
not, give it-up and said to her it was 
harmless now having no loads in it 
but when it was loaded there woulc 
be something doing. He was under 
the influence of liquor at the time and 
when he returned to the stone early in 


he head and later the one in his arm. 
Hurley fell into unconsciousness when 
le dropped into the arms of Constable 
leese and never regained conscious- 
ness, expiring the same night at 1.27 
i. m. 
. Drs N. C. Trout and J. £. Glenn 
ere'sent for, came quickly and gave 


their attention to saving the life of 
Miss Carbaugh, If possible. It was ap- 


.rent that Hurley was beyond all 


help. It was determined that it would 
le best to take Miss Carbaugh to a 
lospltal for the probing for the bullet

taugh was taken on the early train 
on Thursday morning to the York hos- 
pital and the latest word from the hos- 
pital is that there is improvement in

Hurley 
had evidently been loading up on fire 
water to nerve himself for the atro- 
cious deed he contemplated. 


Bernice Carbaugh having finishe< 


her v/ork at the Reed place startec 
down the road toward her home am 
had covered four or five hundred feet 
of the distance when Hurley made his 
appearance in the road showing his 
purpose to accompany her. With Hur 
ley at the time was Jason Seifert a 
boy of about 1C years. Miss Carbaugr- 
answered Hurley's importunities by 
saying she had forgotten her rubbers 
and would have to go back for them 
and turned to escape from him. Hur 
ley grabbed the girl saying. "You won' 
come back if I let you go." 


At this point he drew the revolve] 


and saying that he would see whether 
it would go off shot It off in the air 
Immediately 
following the shot hi 


grabbed Bernice around the neck and 
shot her in the mouth. The bulle 
went downward through the chin ant 
entered the arm of Hurley held tightlj 
about her neck. Bernice screame* 
and threw up her hand to Tier face' and 
the second shot passed through the 
palm of her hand anc entered the face 
near the ear making a scalp wound 
and as she said seemed to deafen her 
as she did not hear the third shot 
which struck her back of the ear, mak- 
ing the most dangerous of the three 
wounds. 
Bernice Carbaugh finally tore her- 


self loose from Hurlev and ran up the 
road toward the home of her uncle, 
Washington Gladhill, more than 300 
feet from where the shooting took 
place. The shots had been fired so 
close to her head that the powder set 
fire to a fascinator she had thrown 
around her shoulders and as she ran 
the flame was fanned into a blaze and 
she presented a most terrifying sight 
as she burst into her uncle's place on 
fire about her head and blood stream- 
ing down her cheeks. The blaze was 
soon put out and Bernice apparently 
the calmest one in the house proceed 
ed to tell the story of the attack made 
on her and at the same time washing 
the blood from her face. 


As Bernice tore herself from the 


grasp of Hurley he evidently conclud- 
ed he had finished his fiendish work 
and turned the weapon on himself, 
shooting himself in the head. He then 
put the revolver in his pocket and 
started in the same direction the girl 
had gone. His companion, Jason Sei- 
fert. took to his heels at the first shot. 


Constable John Reese, W. F. Wat- 


eon, Squire J. A. Spangler and others 
were in tne vicinity at the time and 
hearing the shots started In the direc- 
tion of the sound. As they came near 
the Gladhill home they noticed a man 
reeling around in the road. Consta- 
ble Reed going up to the man grabbed 
him and at the same time reached In 
his pocket and got his hand on the re- 
volver. As Hurley recognlied the con- 
stable he said, "John shoot me quick," 
and swooned . The constable caught 
him and With help of Mr. Watson he 
was laid by the roadside, both the con- 
stable and Mr. Watson supposing they 
were dealing with a drunken man. En- 
tering the Gladhill house they learned 
from Bernice Gladhill of the snooting 
and she Inquired whether Hurley was 
hurt. The men then returned to Hur- 
ley and brought him Into the Gladhill

1911 at this rate was $5,416.83 and Ij 
to this be added the proportion of tht 
taxes paid by the corporation chargea- 
ble to its intra-State passenger bust 
ness $151.92 and the proportion of in

"The Act of 1897 provides that ther 
shall not be demanded or receive 
more than two cents per mile or for 
fraction thereof contracted to be trav 
eled by any passenger on such rai 
road in this Commonwealth. The Ac 
by its very terms applies only to pas 
senger travel. Nor can the complain 
be sustained that the receipts fron 
inter-State passenger travel are not in 
eluded in the statements furnished b 
the railway company. 


"In a federal case Jt was said tha 


the defense put forth the claim tha 
such inter-state traffic as originate 
or terminates in this State should b 
divided upon a mileage basis and sue 
portion thereof as is done with th 
State held to be subject to State con 
trol arid be taken into consideration i 
determining the reasonableness of th 
rate fixed by the commission.

"In another U. S. case it was deck 


ed in our judgment it must be hel 
that the reasonableness or unreason 
ableness of rates presented by a Stat 
for the transportation of persons an 
property wholly within its limits mus 
be determined without reference to th 
inter-state business. done by the car- 
rier or to the profits'derived from it. 
It is only rates for the transportation 
of persons and property between points 
wlthing the State that the State can 
prescribe.

Water Co. Improvements. 


The improvements to the plant of 


the Gettysburg Water Company, which 
officials of the company on several oc 
cations last jear had declared were 
under contemplation, are now well un- 
dei way. The plans for extensive im- 
provements at the plant along Marsh 
Creek have been completed, the ma- 
chinery and apparatus have been or- 
dered and as soon as the weather per- 
mits the improvements will begin. The 
contemplated improvements may cost 
as much as $50,000. 
There will be 


new boilers and an entirely new up-to- 
date fliltratlon plant whicn will give 
our town filtered water by one of the 
best known processes of the day. The 
present plant has a maximum supply 
of about 300 000 gallons every 24 hours 
but the plant as planned will give a 
maximum supply of more than three 
times that amount, one million gal- 
lons every 24 hours. The plans of the 
Water Company made by the Westing- 
house Company of Pittsburg have been 
approved by the State Department of 
Health. 
The officials of the company speak 


with great confidence that the new 
filtration plant will remove all cloucli- 
ness in the water and will give the f~^ 
town a large supply of good pure water 
such as it has been analyzed several 
times to be. If the weather does not 
prevpnt work on improvements it is 
expected that the new plant may be 
in operation as early as July. 


At the meeting of the company last 


week plans were prepared looking to- 
ward providing the means for the pay- 
ment of the contemplated improve- 
ments 
The present stock issued of 


the company is $75,000 with $90,000 
as'the limit to which stock can be is- 
sued. At a meeting of the stockhold- 
ers on May 22 a proposition will be 
submitted for an increase of the capi- 
tal to $150,000. Only such a portion 
of the increase as may be needed 
would be issued and balance to be is- 
sued as the future needs of the com- 
pany would show.

Col. McCarty's office, which is a few 


doors from the office of the Kero-Gas 
Company at 95 Liberty St., has all the 
settings for a convincing demonstra- 
tion of his gold extracting machine, 
which he calls the "McCarty separator, 
condenser and sizer."

creatures were found in tbe orchard. 
A reply gave tbe information that both 
the ruffed grouse or so-called pheasant 
aud red squirrel were abundant there, 
as the orchard is surrounded on three 
aides by woods. 


It is evident that the ruffed grouse, 


which feeda on the buds of trees dur- 
ing the winter is repelled from tbe 
buds of tbe trees by the lime-sulfur 
spray. This information may be of 
value to many persons in tbe moun- 
tainous parts of this State, where se- 
vere winters force the game birds to 
come to fruit tree buds for their food. 
Other buds such as those of the biich 
and elm can nourish them well.

teuiauis today after 1>224 years of u^e, 
it is fciiiprifeiug to see how a little twist 
given tu a historical e\eut cau make it 
mean jiibt what a skilful manipulator 
may ue«ire. The facts are that Appius 
Claudius,, the blind, was censor of 
Home :i!2 to 317 B (J. aud iu those 
eventful five years built not only the 
Appiau way from Rome to Capua, a 
distance of 132 miles, but at the same 
time constructed the great aqueduct 
that albu hears his name. That the 
Roman treasury was bankrupt at this 
time we may well believe, though 
histoiy is silent on the subject for the 
youug lepublic was at that time aud 
had been for fourteen years before aud 
was for 40 years after engaged iu bitter 
and costly wars for the extension of its 
dominions. Under this view it is not 
surprising if they were baukiupt witn- 
out blaming the Appiau way. 
After 


this period, which ended with the 
conquest of the Greek colonies that 
existed along the southern shore, the 
road was extended 280 miles further 
by other hands, but all under thesame 
name. However, long before tbe 200 
years claimed by tbe doughty Colonel, 
not only bad the Appiau way been 
built, but it had been repaired, im- 
proved and extended until it had be- 
come 'known an the queen or Roman 
roiide. 


Wlio remembers now either Appius 


Claudius the blind, or hie political in- 
novations in invading tbe sacred and 
exclusive rights of tbe aristocracy" in 
ravorotfreedtneii and plebiaus; who 
remembers that his great speech 
•gainiilPyrrhus, the Ureek, was the 
Hist recorded writing in Latin tongue; 
who remembers that he was the au 
tborofthe saying tbat is still doing 
duty, ".Every man the architect of his 
own fortune;" but the great Appian 
way Along which came the sad funeral 
cortege of tbe great Augustus on Us 
return to the eternal city, which was 
traced by the blessed footsteps of the 
Apostle 81. Paul on the last of his 
journeys, that to Rome that was lined 
with more than 30,000 costly monu- 
ment* and tombs, now crumbled to 
dust—still remains todty traversing 
the same route and ever reminding tbe 
traveler of the man who built it. 


W hat memorial could be more en- 


duriuf or more iu keeping with tbe 
greatness of Lincoln than the Lincoln 
Highway? 


Parole System in Cumberland. 
Judge Wilbur F. Sadler, of Carlisle, 


las put into force the recent parole 
act in relation to persons accused of 
criminal charges with the result that 
housatids of dollars have beeu sa\ed 
Cumberland county and with a very 
decided lessening of ciime 
Judge 


Sadler has been giving tbe details of 
its plans to judges of other counties. 
While the recent act makes its adop- 
lou optional, yet where it brings re- 
urn s> ID saving and a better com- 
munity, it would be!wise to put it into 


public, judge* from many counties 
throughout the rftale have sought the 
ad vice of Judge Sadler aud»havc be. 
gun to parole offenders. 


In speaking of the law, Judge Sad- 


ler says: 


"First—The law deals cbietty with 


first offenders aud those guilty of 
trivial ofleuses,; while parole provls- 


orce. 
'Jhe last two sessions of criminal 
onrt1n Cumberland county averaged 
eleven cases each, while iu years pas-t 
:here were as high as a hundred crim- 
nal cases listed. 


•About every third court," said 


Judge Sadler, in telling or the system, 
'•ihe same old offenders would* be be- 
uie me, aud I noticed this thing for a 
lumber or years past. 
I tried very 


iard to tiua a way to put a stop to it, 
and finally conceived the parolemeth- 
o i which has resulted very satisfactory 
o me so far, and I have uo doubt as 
.o its success in tbe future." 


Peuueyhauia's Jaw provides that

circumstances of the case such that he

advisable to give the party another 
trial. 


"Uucer tbi»act the court, by --eii- 


teuciug to a loug confinement, can 
Keep control over the uueudhm party 
lui1 a considerable period. 


"Expeiieuce lias shown that 111- 


fetansei; are rare wiiere criminal ot- 
Tenses \\eie committed while prisoueis 
were out uu pnrolt, and the average 
is little le?-> than ten per cent in 
Ihifr 


county. 


"In Cumberland county \\hat was 


equivalent to the parole .system pro- 
vided for ty the act of mil* ha0 been 
iu \ogue foi "everal years, aud lmH re- 
sulted in the lefoimatiou of many boys 
and a numbet ot adults- who have been 
le^anied a& habitual diuukards., aud 
wno, when intoxicated were repeated- 
ly committing miuor offences? 


"The new law lias tended to ma- 


teiially reduce the untiioei of oa-es rt- 
rurued to the quarter setsious court by 
reason of the fact that these habitual 
otteuders are under paiole by leason of 
long sentences. 


"For its efficiency, the act will de- 


pend largely on the character and ef- 
ficiency of the probation officer to 
whose care the prisoner is committed 
and the supervision which be ex- 
ercises. 


'•tain well satisfied that the sys- 


tem provided foi oy tbe act of 1911 will 
be more beneficial iu the limitation of 
criminal offenses aud in the refoima- 
tion of criminals, especially the young 
er offenders, il judges and probation 
officers make due efforts to secure its 
successful operation." 


County Detective Barry J. Beutley, 


is ihe probation officer for Cumber- 
land county, aud he receives J25 per 
mouth for this work. At the pre&eut 
time he has a parole list numbering 
57 persons. The oHleer takes a person- 
al interest in every case aud exerts 
such au influence that those iu his 
charge seem to take a delight iu be- 
ing good, in order not to disappoint 
the trust placed in them by Officer 
Beutley aud the court.

Mont Alto. Here tbe patients can be 
taken care of just as well as in Col- 
orado.
